Don't confuse Old   Age and 
Survivors Insurance with Unem-

loymcnt Insurance. 
Unemployment insurance Is a 

system that provides Workers 
with some income during their 
TCriod of unemployment. This 
system is dperated jointly by the 
Federal Government and the 
states. Each state has Its own 
mnmployment insurance law. Un- 
jmloyment insurance payments 
ire made by each State out of 
i fund set up for the purpose. 
To get money for the fund, the 
State levies pay-roll taxes on cm-

>yers who come under the law. 
The State law says who may

sceive benefits, how such work-
rs shall qualify, how much they 

may receive each week, and for 
how many weeks they may re­ 
ceive It. The State employment

purity agency makes the rules 
.jr the payment of benefits, han­ 
dles the claims of unemployed 
workers, and decides in each 

IB whether benefits shall be 
paid.

The Federal Government is 
ijsponsible for the over-all man­ 
agement of the system; These 
Federal duties are carried out 

the Social Security Adminis- 
,-atlon and the United States 
Treasury. As long as each State 
law and the operation of it are In 
line with Federal requirements 
the Federal Government pays to 
the State the cost of administer­ 
ing the law.

The, social security account 
number that is Issued to each 
worker is used for both systems 
 old-age and survivors and un- 

iployment insurance. The social 
purity administration uses the 
number to- identify the worker's 
account for old-age ahd survivors 
insurance', the State employment 
security agency uses it to Iden­ 
tify the worker's unemployment 
insurance account.

Applications for unemployment 
insurance payments should be 
made at the worker's nearest lo­ 
cal State employment office. In 
Torrance that office is located
at 1628 Cravens Avenue.

Operation 'Big Tank9 Neors 
Completion at G.P. Refinery

Nearing completion is General Petroleum's operation "Bis Tank"—a two million gallon 
balloon tire shaped gasoline storage tank located on the company's tank farm at 100th street 
and Crenshaw boulevard, according to a company spokesman.

The pressure storage vessel, called a "noded spheroid" is being constructed by the Chi­ 
cago Bridge and lion Works. Af —————:——————: ,———————— ————-————

The two other projects are a 
lew cooling tower to njake pos- 
ilblc the recovery to a higher 

percentage of the valuable light 
iydrocarbons which are freed in 
he refining processes and a 
new* chemical treating facility 
:o make possible the recovery of 
approximately 2000 tons, of lead 

nnually, previously lost in pro- 
lessing.

The noded spheroid, will be 
he largest pressure storage ves­ 

sel and the only one of its de­ 
sign in the West. Looking much 
ike a huge inflated inner tube 
with an inverted sftucer sitting 
atop It, the vessel stands 50 
feet high and is 102 feet in di­ 
ameter. . 

The unique shape was dictated 
ly the necessity of strong inter­ 

nal bracing to withstand the 
iressura of gasoline inside. 
The natural gasoline often 

called "casinghcad gasoline"  
must be stored under pressure 

prevent evaporation losses. 
The design of the new vessel 
will cut evaporation losses to a 
minimum thus conserving the 
product for useful purposes such 
as blending with ordinary gaso­ 
line for the improvement of 
"quick starting" characteristics. 
The extreme size of the spheroid 
gives maximum efficiei 
handling.

The spheroid wqighs approxi­ 
mately 316 tons. Completion is 
scheduled for July.

The new cooling tower installa­ 
tion adds to existing cooling 
facilities operating in conjunct loi 
with the Toriancc refinery.': 
huge catalytic cracking lowers 
They cool running water which 
in turn condenses the hot va­ 
pors of the refining operation 
Into high quality gasoline.

By further lowering the water 
temperature In the cooling opera­ 
tion, a higher percentage of the 
vapors can be condensed Into 
liquid gasoline. About 8400 addi­ 
tional gallons of valuable light

cooling operation. Three fans, 
each 14-ft. in diameter, are used.

he refinery from dependence 
Dn winds, the lack of wh'ich 
could upset the . balance of re­ 
finery operations.

A total of 11,000 gallons of 
water will be cooled an average 
of 28 degrees each minute, re­ 
leasing 150 million BTU's hourly.
